The Board ai9o say that the seven hundred 
cases In the two hospitals—at Madison and 
< >shhosh -are no more entitled to the special 
and e la b 'rate a tte n ti'n which they now 
receive than the several hundreds which 
are scattered about ic the various counties 
almost neglected, s i tar as the proper treat­ 
ment is concerned. 
On thi9 point the report concludes: 
Home have advocated a dome Turtle chromic In- 
aune acptrated entirely (rom the precut hospit­ 
als. other# have beer. in favor of each an as-jlum 
on the ground* ol one of iho#e institution#, and 
atli) o’her* have preferred a aimple enlargement 
o! one or both of them. The result ha- been that 
no one of the various schemes proposed has been 
able to overcome the opposition of those a ho en­ 
dorsed the others, and c jnseyuently many of the 
poor insane ire still compelled to undergo priva­ 
tion ant! 
discomfort while wailing tor their 
would-be benefactor# to come to an agreement. 
It appears that of the whole number ol in ­ 
sane at any given time, about tea per cen t, 
are hopetul cases, aud will likely recover ; 
while of the ninety percent, only a very 
small portion, probably n it more than two 
hundred, will eventually be restored to 
health and reason. Then follows the sug­ 
gestion ol con vert lag the State Hospital 
at Madison for the reception of th.* acute 
and doubtful l ases, while all other rises 
should be assigned lo the N oithcra Hospit­ 
al at Oshk. osu. 
The buildings could be 
changed for this purpose without much ex­ 
pense to the State, aud the result would 
not ooly be advantageous to the inmates, 
but would bu the means of saving oyer 
$82,000 annually to the people. 
When 
both the welfare of the insane aud the 
public good would be promoted by such a 
policy, wisd tm demands that It should be 
adopted as early as possible. The Board 
have enquired iuio the management ut the 
hoepitals in New York and other Mates, 
and atter a thorough examination of the 
different systems, have come Ll the conclu­ 
sion to recommend a separation of tne 
cases in the manner we have described.

should be well considered by the Legisla­ 
ture, whea the recommendations o f tne 
State Board come up for discussion.

London, Jan. 3 —G a. rn.—At last the po 
aition of the M inistry has been semi-offi- 
c lilly declared. 
Yesterday a deputation 
waited on the Colonial M inister to express 
the hope that the Cape Colony would not 
be forgotten in the disposition of the troops 
on account of the Turco-Itussian war. Lord 
Carnarvon replied that there was no alter­ 
ation rn England’s position since Lord Der­ 
by declared it in the last days of Novem 
ber. 
He said, however, that when a set­ 
tlement was made England was resolved to 
have a band in it; also, that there was a 
serious risk on Loth sides, and that serious 
results might follow it tne Russian and 
British people failed to keep calm and not 
rush hastily to conclusions. 
In consequence of this speech, the tone 
ot the London press is unusually peaceful. 


The Daily Telegraph, however, ignores it, 
merely alluding to it as Lord Carnarvon's 
“colorless speech.” 
Loudou Jan. 2.—A Vienna special says: 
The Russians have acheived a rare feat of 
perseverance and endurance in crossing 
the Etrcpol Baikins, and though the force 
cannot be very numerous, and the whole 
movement seems to savor rather of a bold 
adventurous raid Ik e General Gourko’s 
over the Kankoi Pass than of a regular 
military operation, it cannot but hasten the 
withdrawal of Turkish troops from the 
Balkan line.
